Soperintendent Potter said to a United 
Preia reporter: ''Altogether ilzty of 
oor fonner employes have retomed to 
work and we have been informed that 
many more will make application for 
their old places. Twenty-seven of oni 
<^dmen came in yesterday. Twenty- 
font of them found their places still 
open but the othent I am sorry to say, 
were disappointed. Bat while they can 
not step Into the poaltloiia they gave np 
a month ago, theee mon will be ^ven 
work. I feel very sorry for the majority 
of the strikers who were led into the 
present trouble by those in whom they 
nad such implicit confidence, but when 
we announced that none of our new men 
would be discharged for those strikers 
who rf fused to return to work within 
the time f-iiecified wa meant exactly 
what we sai(l. The strikers who have 
come in out of the wet in time will not 
be asked to eat and sleep in the mill. 
They will continue to occupy their 
Bome^tead residences and will M glTen 
ample protection. 

"Many of the recent arrival.-* from the 
east have api)lied for houses and will 
bring their familiop here soon. We Kot 
in over one hundred cots yesterday and 
nearly as manv men arrived from dis- 
tant points, f sei.t word to the Pitts- 
burg office yesterday afterriooji that we 
were getting in too many men \>y rail 
and water. Tomorrow we expect fully 
one hundred men from the east. This 
will give us in the iieiKhlMn-hocd of 
workmen, many of whom are skilled 
mechanics. We will after ttmiorrow ve 
lax our eflfoits to secure workmen, in 
order to give our foi iiu r employes whn 
were led into this trouble innocently an 
opjtortunity to gt t back. Naturally we 
prefer them to t;i e"Ti hands. There i»i no 
longer any dimbt abnut it. the Ainala;^a' 
mated assuc iatiipii lias lost the ti;;ht and 
from tins time the ('arn«'gie Steel 
company will operate its Homestead 
plant with non-union men 

Yesterday nearly I'.oo old employes 
who had money (jii dep<i.-:it with th 
Carneuies went up to the mill ollice and 
drew it out. pursuant to a notice f/iven 
by the firm. A larLfe nuiulier vf others 
agfiinst wiioiii the mill holds moiifiusres 
paid interest, and as yet th« men claim 
there is not one mov^MT* whioh can be 
foreclosed. 

At a meeting <.)f the Homestead l>or 
ough council last nii:ht Murtcess ]\W' 
Luckie asked that some action be taki ii 
to compel dei)Ut\- sheriffs and niiliiia 
men who have been patidllinL.; the 
streets to Ix'have themselves. He 
charged that the men were taking ad- 
vantage of their positions to commit nn- 
gentlemaiily and unlawful ads. ( '.mn- 
cilman Lynch said his w.fe had Iwen re- 
peatedly insulted by militiamen. 

Another mem>>er complained that he 
had )>een stopped on the streets at night 
by the sherift's deyutie<». 

The matter was refenred to tiie hor- 
oneb solicitor. 

The advisory board of the strikers met 
last night. Upon adjournment the sec- 
retary gave the foUov/insr official state- 
ment to the United Press: "But two 
Homestead men went to work in the 
mill today. One was Edward Lyon, 
brother of United States District Attor- 
ney Lyon, of Pittsburg. The other was 
Charles Geotel, a member of the Home- 
stead school lioard, who will be deposed. 
There are less than 4U0 men in the mill. 
One hundred are tramps."

Sprinofi£U>, O., Aug. 8. — While 
westbound freight No. 88 on the Big 

Four road was nmning at the rate of 
twenty five miles at Cold Springs, near 

here, shurtly after noon yesterday, a 
truek. or s'lme part of the running gear 
of one of the t'ars, broke. In an iiist.mt 
thirteen eais, all loaded, were piled in 
an indesrrib.ibie confusion, completely 

blocking the track. 

Four of the cars were loaded with 
naphtha, which caught fire, and soon 
the entire wrei-k was blazing fiercely, 
illuminating the country for miles 
around. The financial loss is estimated 
at if Tr),(i<M> or over. Four persons were 
burned fatally. They are: Tom Harris, 
quarryman, blistered from head to foot; 
William Crane, burned on head and 
ne( k: .lulm Hayne.H, burned ou neck and 
fac: William Kennedy, tonmed all ever 

the iKwly.

At T o'clock last night, while abool 
2.'jO men wiTe standing around an ' 
working u]n)n the wreek, som» inaa 
eniukirig a pipe emptied the burning 
contents of the bowl into the debri« 
which had l>ecoiiie saturated with naph- 
tha from tjiu' (jf the wrecked cars, in- 
stantly there was a flash and a tongue 
of tire ran along the ground for a ais- 
tauce of about fifty feet. The men went 
to work at once to extinguish the blaze, 
whii h slowly worked its way to the 
tank from which the naphtha had 

leaked. 

The men were repeatedly cautionetl 
to be careful, but as time passed they 
Ixx-ame indifferent About naif an hour 
elapsed when there was a terrific ex- 
plosion of the naphtha tuik. A small 
stream of the oil not larger than a 
whetstone had touched the olaze. The 
flame ran up the side of the iron end and 
tlien with the thunder of the explosion 
there was a flash of light that ilmmiu- 
ated the whole heavens for an instant. 

One man, a fow hundred feet away, 
said the blaze of light extended upward 
about 400 feet. The Iraming oU was 
throMm in everv direction wita fOarful 
results. Nine of the men were quarry- 
men. All the others were menuwrs of 
the train wrecking crew. The relief 
train with Doctors Kussell and Noah and 
J. E. Myers and assistants aboard went 
to the scene of the explosion at once 
from here.

A resolution was offere<l by Mr 
Mutchler, of Pennsylvania, which ir 
effect was that there should be a vote 01 
a separate worlds fair bill, making ar 
appropriation of |-5,000.0(K) in aid or th« 
world s fair on the first Wednesday ir 
Decemlier next, after six hours debat* 
and tlutt only three amendments theret< 
shall be in order., The resolution fur 
ther provided that the house should in 
sist on its disagreement to the senate 
amendment to the sundry civil bill an< 
also ttiat the Dockery sub-committee oi 
the committee on peniiiins should Ix^ 
continued during the recess with powei 
to visit Chicago, investigate the finan- 
cial condition of the UAt and report ai 
the opening of the next session of con 
gress as to the necessity for govern 
ment aid. 

Representative Reilly, of Pennsylva- 
nia, offered a substitute, in substance, 
that the sense of the caucus is that tht 
house proceed to vote on the pending 
motion, namely, to lay on the table the 
motion to reconsider the vote by whicb 
the house concurred in the senatf 
amendments, without the interposition 
of anv further dilatory motions. The 
substitute was debated pro and con, 
Messrs. Reilly, Fellows, Bushnell, Bab- 
bitt, O'Neill and others advocating it. 
A vote on the resolution reenlted in it* 
defeat by a vote of 61 to 89. 

Re-presentative Mutchler, of Pennsyl- 
vania. o])ened the debate in favor of his 
resolution, and was followed in advocacy 
of it bv Representative McCreary, ol 
Kentucky, in a lengthy speech. Speaker 
Ci-isp summed np the situation in a con- 
cise manner and favored the Mutchler 
resolution. He thought the matter in 
controversy should go over until De- 
cember. He cited as a parallel case tht 
filibustering on the dil«ct tax bill an<I 
the manner in which it was disposed of. 
He also dwelt upon the way the sundry 
civil bill had been amended by insert 
ing the appn)priation clause, which ht 
said was an act unprecedente<l in the 
history of the congre.sH. 

Representative Bankhead also spokt 
against the a])propriation. 

A vote upon the Mutchler resolution 
rcRultod in ita favor by a vote of o; 

to 31. 

Representative Mcftanu. of Illinois, 
said after tiii' caucus had adjourned, 
which wa- aiinut 10:;!ii ci'i li.ck, that the 
supporters (if the world's f;iir appropria- 
tion would continue to jiress their cause 
until congress e.xpires hy limitation ol 
law, on March 4, no.xt. They woubl 
continue to insist in carrying out the 
will of the majority.

CROP PROSPECTS. 



What the State Oommisaioner of Agri- 
culture Saya in Eia Monthlj 



Colonel Nicholas McDowell, State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, in his report 

issued August 1st, says; "In my report 
fur the month of July. I can say that our 
State has been greatly blessed; that a 
kind Providence has smiled graciously 
upon us ; our crops, up to this time, are 
over an average ; our wheat crop I don't 
suppose was evereijualed in the State, the 
yield being in some sections unpre- 
cedented. There are some reports of 
smut, thoiigh not so bad as was anticipa- 
ted. In some localities threshing h&s 
been retarded by excessive rain, and the 
grain is sprouting. I asked in my circular 
for average 3deld per acre, but a great 
many correspondents did not notice the 
question and gave the conditions in- 
stead. I will ask the qnestiotf again in 
my Atiiru-t report. Our State has nia<le 
great improvemtiuts in our wheat crop, 
from two mahi causes, first, the prepar- 
ation of the <.'rnnnd for seeding; seoond, 
we are more particular in procuring gOOu 
seed wheat. 

"Tohafco— In revewing my rejiorts on 
tobacco, 1 have to say that they are 
somewhat oonHlcting. In the counties 
of Spencer, Shelby, Henry, Franklin, 
Owen, Scott, Woodford, Bourbon, Mercer 
and others I could mention, the com- 
plaint of the unevenness of the plant is 
very general. Ten days since I made a 
trip throu'.'h the counties of Washington 
and Nelson, and noticed some fields of 
tobacco in which thertf were some plants 
ready to top, and others down in the clods, 
and not much prospects of doing any 
good before frost. Other counties I could 
name, the condition of the croj) is re- 
ported better. One of my corresj)ondents 
from Trigg, Hon. AVilliam Wharton, a 
gentleman well inf >r;i)ed, writes that 
the tobacco is well advanc ei\ and is of 
good leafy growth ; promises to be an av- 
erage crop ; rains too frequent. Counties 
adjoining Trigg make same report. But, 
iidiii 11 Ljeiieriil resmue of all my corres- 
pondents, 1 must say the prospects for a 
good crop are very promising'. Per cent, 
ss. 

" Clover— There is hardly a dissenting 
report through the months of Aprll,'May, 
.Tuui' and .Tuly as to tl'.e exeeyent crop of 
both clover and timothy, whicli makes 
the prospect good for an abundant sup- 
ply of hay. 

"Corn — Tlie I'orn crop is just in tht; 
stage to be cut shoit for the want of rain. 
Crop was planted late, and the trronnd in 
many localities is very hard, caused by 
the excessive rain in the spring; hut 
where it has been well worked looks well, 
and if it is seasonable for the next two or 
three weeks, the crop will be good. 

" Oats— The finest crop of oats that has 
been raised in this State for many years 
has just been harvested. The acreage is 
not large; there has not been enough 
threshed yet to estimate the 3deld per 
acre. 

The Irish potato crop will be very 
fair. AH kinds of vegetables are reported 

abundant. Apples and peaches will show 
a good per cent, in comparison with last 
year s crop, as last year's crop wais very 
small. A few counties reporting a large 
percent, by comparison makes this year's 
crop appear larger than it really is. The 
effect of the April frost is causing all 
kinds of fruit to fall.

70,000. In Birmingham Jones' majority 
exceeds 3,000. 

In Mobile it is 1.000, in .Alonti^omery 
2,000, in Selma l.-joo and in Anniston 
1,000. T^ese are tlie largest cities in 
the state, but many country precincts 
and the black l)elt section, where there 
is such a large iicj^ro j)opnlati(m and 
where Kolb exiM^ctcd to sweep things, 
have rolled up coiiifortahle niajoiities 
for Jones. The straight Democrats 
also elected a majority of the legis- 
lature. Only one county is yet known 
to have gone for Kolb, and it is • Ba- 
pnblican Btronghold.
